the penitentiary to break into or enter 
a pottery at night, with intent to com­ 
mie a felony or to steal property of 
any value. 
This penalty may also be 
imposed on anyone for entering any 
unfnhabitated dwelling or almost any 
other building of known description. 
For breaking into inhabitable dwell­ 
ings the life sentence may be impos­ 
ed. The bill has been*recommended 
for passage. 


Representative 
Pollock of 
Stark, 
will introduce 
two bills early next 
week which will 
seek to place addi­ 
tional safeguards 
about 
those who 
are employed in the mines of 
the 
state. 
The present laws are very lax 
iii some respects, and the miners are 
demanding that they bo supplemented 
by legislation. One measure will pro­ 
vide for a better system of ventilation 
in mines and the other will provide 
that mine bosses and inspectors, upon 
whose judgment frequently the lives 
of the miners depend, shall have had 
a certain amount of actual experience 
and must possess tho requisite quali­ 
fications before they may he permit­ 
ted to officiate in their several capac­ 
ities. 
Many of the accidents iii the 
mines are due to the negligence and 
incompetency of mine bosses, it 
is 
said, and that is what it is proposed 
to provide against iu one of the bills. 
Hot Ii measures have the endorsement 
of the state mine inspector.

Easter, day of Christian rejoicing. Is 
nu.re and more becoming a festival of 
song in church services. 
Special mu 
•ical features are prep ired by the 
choirmasters, and it may be said that 
the climax of song as a factor in di 
vine worship is reached on this occa­ 
sion. 
Boy voices are also becoming more 
popular in church choirs. 
In 1800 
Trinity church. New York, following 
the English Idea, introduced a vested 
choir of boys. 
For many years this 
was the only boy choir in this coun­ 
try. 
Then came a change until now 
there are about sixty In New York city 
alone, while nearly every city In the 
country can boast of one or more. 
The chief cause of boys giving up 
choir work is the breaking of the voice. 
The period of change in a boy's voice 
is marked by a temporary loss of con­ 
trol over the larynx, caused by uneven 
development of tile cartilages and mus­ 
cles. 
The voices of boys skillfully trained 
resemble In quality the voices of wom­ 
en. The chief difference is that wom­ 
en produce a more m ature quality, 
v, nile boys sing with more freshness, 
elasticity and buoyancy. 
It is this 
freshness and buoyancy that make the 
voices of boy singers so pleasing and 
popular. 
The pay of these sweet little singers 
is seldom large. 
The ordinary choir 
boy receives from $40 to $80 a year 
and the soloists only a few hundred. 
Occasionally one especially gifted will 
receive $1,000. but this is rare.

it W a s Tad J M arx W o r t le y M o n ta n a 
W h o I n tr o d u c e d It. 
It was Lady Mary Wort ley Montagu 
who first introduced Inoculation for 
smallpox in England. 
While residing 
ii. Belgrade In 1717 she saw the Turks 
practice "engrafting.” as fliey called 
it. to produce a mild form of smallpox 
and stay its ravages. 
She examined 
the process and. being convinced of its 
efficacy, applied it to lier three-year old 
son. 
On lier return to England sin* 
introduced it in Loudon. At that time 
ii was computed that one person in ev­ 
ery seven died of tile smallpox. 
Yet 
she* was opjiosed by the cutin* medical 
faculty. 
By order of government 
an 
experiment was made upon five per 
so n s then under sentence of death, and 
it proved perfectly successful. 
But instead of Lady Mary tieing ac­ 
knowledged as a public benefactor 
she was persecuted with the most re­ 
lentless hostility.

HUNTING THE GORILLA. 


Am A i l n a l W est African* Say Ha* 
£ 
the Soal of rn Man. 
Gorilla hunting is a distinct sensation 
even for the veteran hunter. This ani­ 
mal, which has become confused some­ 
w hat with fable and fiction, is a reali­ 
ty and a decidedly unpleasant one to 
engage. The west Africans are mortal- I 
ly afraid of it, believing that the brute J 
contains the spirit of a man. They at-: 
tribute to it all sorts of ferocities, like I 
the carrying off of a human being, who 
is permitted to return after being de­ 
prived of toe and finger nails. 
“Skilled hunters have never observed 
any of these doings, but they testify to 
the brute’s strength and ferocity,” says 
Allen Sangree in Ainslee’s. "According 
$o a French sportsman, a full grown i 
g o r illa can bite through a tree six inch­ 
es thick in order to secure the sap and 
tw ist a gun barrel w ith the swollen 
bunches of muscle that serve for arms. 
H is roar is terrifying and can be heard 
for a distance of throe milos. 
“ ‘I shall never forget how the first 
one impressed me,’ says the French­ 
man, Tor I had a had atlaek of shakes. 
The woods had been filled some time 
with a barking roar, blit I saw nothing 
until my guide clucked softly and 
pointed to a tree alongside which stood 
an immense male gorilla. There he re­ 
mained but twelve yards away, boldly 
facing us with his huge chest, muscu­ 
lar arms, fiercely glaring deep gray 
eyes and a hellish expression, until I 
moved. 
“ 'A t that he dropped to all fours and 
came six yards nearer, sitting up# to 
beat his breasts with his huge fists a 
defiance—so that it sounded like an im­ 


mense urum. m s roar was most singu­ 
lar, beginning with a kind of hark and 
deepening into a bass roll that literally 
resembled thunder. The short hair on 
his forehead was twitching, his power­ 
ful fangs showed unpleasantly, and, 
feeling he was about to attack and in­ 
cidentally being scared green, I shot 
him through the heart. W ith a groan 
something human and yet brutish, he 
fell on his face and died quickly, like a 
man. Ile measured 3 feet 0 inches in 
length, his chest was 02 inches. and his 
arms spread 9 feet. I was glad to have 
the specimen, but somehow after that 
never cared to kill a gorilla uuloss he 
actually menaced me.' ”

MAN who tottered as he walk- 
et?, whose dress was so shah 
by that it was long past even

RAGMENTS of palm leaves are 
religiously bestowed on Palm 
Sunday, the beginning of holy 
week, on more than 5,000,000 
persons in the Protestant Epis­ 
copal, Roman Catholic a n d some other 
churches throughout the United S tates. 
In some churches the palm branches 
are gathered together and burned and 
their ashes used in religious rites on 
Ash Wednesday. 
In countries where palm trees do not 
grow branches of the fir, cedar and 
other trees are often ustd instead of 
palm leaves. 
In the United States, 
says the New York Journal, this sub­ 
stitution is now, however, a rarity, as 
large supplies of palms are received 
bere from Florida and South Carolina. 
The use of the palm is more extensive 
in Catholic than In other churches, and 
the number of consumers may be in 
ferm i from the fact that there are 
in this country nearly 10,000,000 Cath 
olios. 
Before the leaves ore distributed 
they are blessed. One leaf Is divided 
and made to serve for ten persons 
when the bestowal is on a liberal scale, 
but in many instances th? recipient is 
contented with a little shred. 
The palms now used at St. Peter’s 
cathedral in Rome are supplied by de­ 
scendants of the same family that sup­ 
plied them to Pope Sixtus V. 
The English before the reformation 
celebrated Palm Sunday with elabo­ 
rate ceremonies. The entry of Christ 
into Jerusalem amid the applause .of 
the people was reproduced for the in­ 
struction of the peasantry. 
First the 
branches which were strewn In the 
Saviour’s path were reproduced. 
With elaborate ceremonies the dev­ 
ils which might be lurking in the twigs 
were exorcised, and then the priests 
aud people made procession througli 
the town, bearing their palms. 
With 
them they dragged the wooden figure 
of an ass with its sacred rider. 
The next step toward the climax of 
Good Friday is Maundy Thursday, so 
called from the maunds. or hand bas­ 
kets, from which alms were distribut­ 
ed that day. On Thursday the Emper­ 
or of Austria performs a curious cere­ 
mony. Twelve poor men are brought 
to Ids palace, and he washes their feet, 
following the example of the Saviour 
and in token of humility.

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r a g m e n t s of palm leave* arc 
religiously bestowed on Paint 
Sunday, the beginning of holy 
week, on more than 5,000.000 
persons in the Protestant Epis­ 
copal, Rom an Catholic and some o th e r 
churches throughout the United S ta te s. 
In some churches the palm brunches 
are gathered together and burned and 
their a s h e s used in religious rites on 
Ash W ednesday. 
In countries w here palm trees do not 
grow branches of the fir, cedar and 
other trees are often used instead of 
palm leaves. 
In the United States, 
says th e New York Journal, this sub­ 
stitution Is now, however, a rarity, as 
large supplies of palm s are received 
here from Florida and South Carolina. 
The use of the palm Is more extensive 
in Catholic than in other churches, and 
the num ber of consum ers may be in­ 
ferred from the fact th a t there are 
in th is country nearly IO,OOO,OOT) C ath­ 
olics. 
Before th e leovos ore distributed 
they are blessed. 
One leaf is divided 
and m ade to serve for ten persons 
w hen the bestow al is on a liberal scale, 
but in m any instances th ? recipient is 
contented w ith a little shred. 
T he palm s now used a t St. P eter’s 
cathedral In Borne arc supplied by de­ 
scendants of the sam e fam ily th a t sup­ 
plied them to Pope Sixtus V. 
The English before the reform ation 
celebrated Palm Sunday w ith elabo­ 
rate cerem onies. 
The entry of C hrist 
into Jerusalem am id the applause .of 
the people w as reproduced for the In­ 
struction of the peasantry. 
F irst the 
branches w hich were strew n In the 
Saviour’s path w ere reproduced. 
W ith elaborate cerem onies th e dev­ 
ils which m ight be lurking in the tw igs 
w ere exorcised, and then the priests 
and people m ade procession through 
the tow n, bearing their palms. 
W ith 
them they dragged the wooden figure 
of an ass w ith its sacred rider. 
The next step tow ard the clim ax of 
Good F riday is M aundy Thursday, so 
called from th e mounds, or hand bas­ 
kets, from w hich alm s w ere d istrib u t­ 
ed th a t day. On T hursday the E m per­ 
or of A ustria perform s a curious cere­ 
mony. 
Tw elve poor men are brought 
to his palace, and he w ashes their feet, 
following th e exam ple of the Saviour 
and in token of humility. 
The English sovereigns used to fol­ 
low the sam e custom .

Jam es II. w ashed peasants’ feet, but 
W illiam III. left th a t service to tho 
high alm oner, anil since V ictoria’s tim e 
it lins been entirely given up, its place 
being taken by special money presents 
to the poor. 
M aundy T hursday a!?o 
com m em orates the last supper. 
The paschal candle is blessed on 
Holy Saturday. This is usually a mon­ 
ster candle. Weighing anyw here from 
four to forty pounds and som etim es 
sixty pounds. 
It is alm ost alw ays 
highly decorated w ith gilded and sil­ 
vered em bossings, green vines, red 
sacred hearts and m edallions of the 
resurrection. 
It has five holes in it In 
the shape of a cross. 
In these little 
boles arc stuck five grains of incense. 
Usually each grain is in the head of a 
nail m ade of red wax. 
T he paschal candle stands In a great 
candlestick by itself on the lowest al­ 
tar step on the gospel side. It is light­ 
ed a t every service at E astertide, but 
a t the gospel of Ascension day, when 
the w ords are reached th a t tell of the 
Saviour’s ascension into heaven, it is 
quenched and is never lighted again. 
It typifies th e great forty days passed 
by th e risen Lord on earth. 


Eastertide Luncheon*. 
The decorations for E astertide lunch­ 
eon tables are naturally the spring 
blossoms. 
A till. slender crystal vase 
of golden daffodils is a fitting orna­ 
m ent for th e table of honor. T he best 
m ethod of arrangem ent for all but 
the long stem m ed daffies is th e flat 
or low centerpiece. One woman, won 
dering how she could best arrange the 
short stem m ed crocus and hyacinth, 
hit upon this original scheme: She 
filled a platter w ith s.hul mounded up 
in the middle, in which she set small 
bottles of w ater, covering the spaces 
between the bottles w ith moss. 
In 
each bottle she placed a bunch of vio­ 
lets or a crocus. 
This made an ad 
m irable centerpiece aud one which 
mystified her guests.

The maids and swains of Ireland in 
the good old days Indulged in what 
they called the “dance of joy” at the 
dawn of Easier. Happiness is a cure 
for evil, and perhaps In the evolution 
of creeds and customs the great spring 
tide festival may become again a car­ 
nival of innocent merrymaking for the 
devoutly religious as well as the secu­ 
lar world.

For a retum ed em bassador who has been accused of un-Am erican sym pathies 
this essay should be a vindication lf bis patriotism ever needed defending. It 
Is also good to read as a tonic before crossing th e A tlantic or after returning 
as a restorative to a disturbed equilibrium . 
It may be true th a t Lowell is an author for the studious rather than the 
man of a ffa irs, to use an Indefinite term .

But the three period* together prepart'd him 
for the highest achievement in the single direction he chose to work tor over 
thirty years.

Ile began writing In the retirement of the Salem liaise after his gradua­ 
tion 
For ten vt ars in the privacy of Ids room he xx rote stories and burned 
most of them. 
Occasionally one would get into the columns of the Salem 
Gazette, The Kidckerliocker Magazine. The Token or The Era over un anony­ 
mous signature. I ut more of them went up tin* chimney, leaving behind, lioxv- 
cver. the strength which practice gives. After three years of working and 
waiting the youthful author tested ids accumulations of poxver by publishing 
“Fanshawe,” a story of <•< liege days. The limited demand tm- it showed him 
that his time for recognition Bael not yet come. So lie continued to labor tm 
nine more years of apprenticeship to Ids profession, ut that time an unpromis­ 
ing one. At the end cf tins period, in 1837. the first volume of 
xviee-told 
Tales” appeared, and the world knew, if Hawthorne did not, that patience hail 
done its perfect w ork-uot that lie had attained the pre-eminence of a later 
achievement, but that in tile domain of the sketch he had surpassed the emu ta 
of his predecessor, Irving. Many of these short stories had been printed in 
various publications without attracting attention, but when gathered in a 
volume they suddenly acquired an Importance previously undiscovered. 
T h ere h o v e b een many young writers ainee Ids day xx Im would have b een 
repaid for a dozen years of labor by such a product, but there are few xx ho 
would have persevered under the same depressing conditions. 
Despite his 
genuine modesty, he had an assuring confidence in ids own gifts which earned 
h im on through the laborious years until recognition came. 
Those who in 1837 read the first collection of Haxvthorne's stories might 
have predicted what would be the output of a writer who must hove seemed 
to appear suddenly and full fledged among them. Old New England is por­ 
trayed in the first sketch and introduced inuits first sentence, 
“ the t.ni> 
Champion” links the province with the mother country and the administration 
of Sir Edmund Amire* with the spirit of resistance to tyranny which resulted 
in eventual independence. It was the commonwealth against the Stuarts on 
American territory with an Ironside patriarch, or the ghost of him, as leader 
of the independents. 
Sometimes, as if in fear that tile mystery had clouded the meaning of the 
story. as in “The Maypole,” “Wakefield” and “Prophetic Pictures.'' the author 
makes clear his purpose, but oftener the high art ot the narratixe roux ex a it 
as surely and insensibly us the breeze carne# 
health or infection. In the years of hts prepara­ 
tion for larger xx’orks in* did the hest that he i ould 
have done for himself and for posterity in rexx lut­ 
ing scraps of history, biography and mythology 
for children. His keen sense ot the susceptibility 
cd childhood to that xvhich is best in life and liter­ 
ature made him regard as conscientious endeavor 
books bearing the attractive titles of “Tile Whole 
History of Grandfather’s ('hair." “A Wonder 
Book For Girls and Boys,” “True Stories From 
History and Biography" and “Tanglewood Tales.” 
There is true wisdom in his remark that “if a 
writer succeeds in pleasing his little readers he 
may hope to be remembered by them till their 
own old ago, a far longer period of literary exist- 
Hawthorne. 
erne than is generally attained by those who’seek 
immortality from the judgments of full grown men." 
In particular his 
sketches of New England history prepare the young reader for the authors 
treatment of its inner spirit in the romances which were to folloxx these 
studies in local color.

In 1830 Hawthorne left his Salem home fora position in the Boston custom 
bouse, and 
in 1841 lie was drawn into that transient side show of the transcen­ 
dentalists, the Brook Farm community. He stayed long enough to learn that nu 
ideal life did not lie in violation of the principle of “every man to his trade 
and that as a rule, novelists do not succeed as field hands, however diligently 
they may perform their task*. The next year he* married and went to live in 
the old parsonage at Concord which had been built for Emerson h g r a n d fa th e r 
and from which he bad xvitnessed the first battle ut the R e x elution. There 
also Emerson had written “Nature,” his first work. Iii the three- years stay 
Hawthorne wrote more stories and sketches, now known as “Mosses I-rom un 
Old Manse.” In 1850 “The be arlet Letter’’ appeared- the masterpiece ul New 
England fiction in the* century. 
The t w e n ty -fiv e years of waiting for recognition were- over, and the' su­ 
premacy of the author of “The Scarlet Letter” was established by the sale of 
the entire first c clition In ten days. After this phenomenal success “I lie Snow 
Image” and “The House of the Seven Gables” follow during his residence of a 
year*and a half at Lenox. In the winter of ISol-” at West Newton ho mushed 
“The Blitbedale Romance,” based on ids memoirs of Brook I-arm.

House of the Seven Gables" he prolongs the shadows of early Puritan days in 
a clark story of retribution, the sin of the fathers following the children to the 
third and fourth generations.

“Library of Old English Authors” in* gives glimpses of treasure* unsuspected 
bv the reader of modern books. Iii the essays upon Chaucer aud Hpenser and 
S ha g esture and Milton, Dryden, Rope, Wordsworth aud Coleridge he dis­ 
p lay the wealth of English poetry, with frequent allusion to the classics of 
other lands. Tbe*lUen»ture of travel is enriched by his “Italy ’ and “At Sea; 
of the woods by his “ M o o sebead Journal;” of the academic town by Cam­ 
bridge Thirty Years Ago;” of biography by his reminiscence* of d stiuguisbed 
contemi*>rarie«, American and foreign. Even the New England climate is 
treated better than it deserve* in his “A Good Word For Winter; also crit­ 
ical travelers from over the sea in his "Condescension In Foreigners." "How 
arn I vulgar?" asks the culprit shudderingly. “Because thou art not Ilk** unto 
u s” answers Lucifer, son of the morning, and there I* no more to is* said. 
For a retumed embassador who has been accused of un-American sympathies 
this essay should be a vindication if bis patriotism ever needed defending It 
is also good to read as a tonic before crossing the Atlantic or after returning 
SLH a restorative to a disturbed equilibrium. 
It max be true that Lowell is an author for the studious rather than the 
man of affair*, to use an indefinite term. But all pleasure of reading does not 
consist in ease oi apprehension. If so, children’s books would drive all others 
from the m a r k e t . Du the other hand, this ease does not always measure the 
cost of writing what is comprehended or its value. No reader of Lowell < an 
fail to se!' that the aposia of a1! the empires have been brought together and 
that they are at the service of any one who can bring to their inspection suffi­ 
cient information to appreciate their worth. Such a one will be likely to carry 
away much more than be brings.

Many good people doubtless contend that the world 
would be a good deal better if it were les3 prudish 
and more frank, but to reform the world on that point the work must 
\>e begun in tho school and in the home. 
It is not the theater’s 
mission to begin a labor of that sort after boys and girls have arrived 


at the theater going age. 
I think authors make a great mistake inducing managers to pro­ 
duce plays that, however good, their purpose or admirable their 
literary quality, may drive some people out of the theater—playa 
which people cannot discuss between the acts or talk about above 


a whisper aa they go home. 
IT SEEMS TO M4 THAT THEATER GOERS AS THEY TURN

Denmark, how­ 
ever, has heard from both Capt. Wal­ 
ter Christmas and Niel S. Oron, who 
also ha* clalm<*d to have acted as 
a Danish agent in negotiating the sale 
of the Danish West Indies. 
Each 
claimed a commission: but 
tho government has refused to recog­ 
nize either of them, declaring that 
neither was ever connected with 
the 
negotiation* in the slightest degree. 
A newspaper referred to tile contro­ 
versy during the latter part of Febru­ 
ary. hut it did not

or 
Christ,mas 
seriously. 
Oron 
started 
for America soon afterward.

HOLLIDAY CHARGES FAIL. 


His Attorney Indignant at Conduct of 
His Client. 


Now York, March 29.—Carl Fischer- 
Hansen, who was attorney for Waiter 
Christmas 
the representative of t il J 
Danish government in the overture* 
for tile pu: chase of tile Danish VV* st 
Lndiun islands in 19(H), was indignant 
ut the conduct of his client shown in 
Ills secret report to the Danish mini •• 
try, lately published. 
‘■Ordinarily, 
legal 
etiquette.” said 
lie, "would prey* nt my speaking. But 
this report is so defamatory and out­ 
rageous that I feel Justified Til wash 
jug my hands of the whole affair.” 
Mr. Fischer-Hansen 
described the 
course of the Danish representative 
as it appeared to him. Christmas un­ 
dertook, 
according to Mr. Fischer- 
Hansen, to start 
the 
sale of the 
islands for tho Horring ministry. 
As 
far back aa 1860 the sale had been 
almost consummated, but at the last 
moment this government had drawn 
back. Thus. Denmark could not make 
overtures, or do more than suggest 
that overtures would be acceptable 
This Christmas did. 
He 
conducted 
Secretary White, of tho American em­ 
bassy in london, to Copenhagen. 
"At that point,” said Mr. Fischer-j 
Hansen, "his services 
ended. 
Th* 
negotiations from there on were car­ 
ried forward by the American minis 
ter in Denmark and the Danish minis­ 
ter at Washington. 
"The Horring ministry, going out of 
existence in a few months, was suc­ 
ceeded by the Reheated ministry, to 
which Christmas made his secret re­ 
port. setting forth the alleged obliga­ 
tions ho was under to various Amer­ 
icans. 
"This report was evidently made* 
with the belief that it could never se" 
the light. 
But 
its 
publication has 
shown its absurdity, 
i arn quite sure 
Christmas never saw the men he men­ 
tions, and I believe the report was 
made for the purpose 
of 
personal 
gain.” 


Dalzell Renews Indorsement of Pitts­ 
burgh Postmaster. 
Washington, March 29.—The fight 
on Postmaster Holliday 
ha* 
been 
brought to an end so far as Congress­ 
man Dalzell is concerned. 
After go­ 
ing over the evidence submitted by 
Mr. Holliday's opponents, which was 
intended to show that the postmaster 
had not performed his duty, and that 
he should not be reappointed. Mr. 
Dalzell decided that the fact* set forth 
were not of sufficient importance to 
sustain the charge*, and he therefore 
renewed his Indorsement. 
The so-called evidence consisted of 
40 letters from people who 
claimed 
their mail had been delayed or lost. 
Against this Mr. Dalzell has letters 
from more than IOO bankers and other 
business men indorsing Mr. Holliday 
as a faithful and efficient official. 
Mr. Holliday derided that it was not 
necessary 
to 
answer 
the 
charges 
against him. 
As the Senate will not 
meet again until next Monday, Iii* ap­ 
pointment will not

HUNTING THE GORILLA. 


An A n i m a l W r i t A f r i c a n s S i r Hi, 
t h e S o i l o f a Man. 
Gorilla hunting is a distinct sensation 
even for the veteran hunter. This ani­ 
mal, which lias become confused some­ 
what with fable and fiction, is a reali­ 
ty and a decidedly unpleasant one to 
engage. The west Africans are mortal­ 
ly afraid of it, believing that the brute 
contains the spirit of u man. They a t­ 
tribute to it all sorts of ferocities, like 
the carrying off of a human being, who 
is permitted to return after being de­ 
prived of toe and finger nails. 
“Kidded hunters have never observed 
any of these doings, lait they testify to 
the brute’s strength and ferocity,” says 
Allen Sangree in Ainslee's. “According 
to a French K|H>rtsman, a full grown 
gorilla can bite through a tree six inch­ 
es thick In order to secure the sap and 
twist a gun barrel with the swollen 
bunches of muscle that serve for arms.

Jam es II. w ashed lion sunt s’ feet, but 
William III. loft that service to the 
high almoner, ami since Victoria’s time 
it bas I toon entirely given up, its place 
boing taken by special money presents 
to the poor. 
M aundy T hursday also 
com mem orates tho last supper. 
Tho paschal candle is blessed ou 
Holy Saturday. This is usually a mon­ 
ster on nil Ie. Weighing anyw here from 
four to forty pounds and sometimes 
sixty pounds. 
It is almost always 
highly decorated with gilded and sil­ 
vered embossings, green vines, red 
slier***! hearts and medallions of the 
resurrection. 
It bas five boles iu it in 
the shape of a cross. 
In these little 
holes arc stuck five grains of Incense. 
Usually each grain is In the head of a 
nail made of red wax. 
The paschal candle stands In a great 
candlestick by Itself on the lowest al­ 
ta r step on the gospel side. 
It Is light­ 
ed a t every service at Eastertide, but 
at the gospel of Ascension day, when 
the words are reached th a t tell of the 
Saviour’s ascension Into heaven, it Is 
quenched and is never lighted again. 
It typifies the great forty days passed 
by the risen I a) rd on earth. 


E a s t e r t i d e I u a c t a e o a i , 
The decorations for Eastertide lunch­ 
eon tables are naturally the spring 
blossoms. 
A tx ll. slender crystal vase 
of goldeu daffodils Is a fitting orna­ 
ment for the table of houor. The best 
method of arrangem ent for all but 
tho long stemmed daffies is the fiat 
or low centerpiece. On# woman, won­ 
dering how she could best arrange the 
short stemmed crocus and hyacinth, 
hit upon this original scheme: She 
filled a platter with sand mounded up 
in the middle, iii which she set small 
bottles of water, covering the spaces 
between the bottles with moss. 
in 
each bottle she pluced a bunch of vlo- 
lets or a crocus.

In some churches the p a id b rin e bes 
are gathered together and burn.-d and 
their ashes used in religious rites on 
Ash Wednesday. 
In countries where palm trees do not 
grow branches of the fir, cedar and 
other trees are often um d instead of 
palm leaves. 
In the United States, 
says the New York Journal, this sub­ 
stitution is now, however, a rarity, as 
large supplies of palms are receive*! 
bere from Florida and South Carolina. 
The use of the palm is more extensive 
in Catholic than in other churches, and 
the num ber of consumers may be In 
ferred from the faet th a t there are 
in tills country nearly 10,000,000 Cath­ 
olics. 
Before the leaves are distributed 
they are blessed. 
One leaf is divided 
and m ade to serve for ten persons 
when the bestowal is on a liberal scale, 
but in many Instances th * recipient is 
contented with a little shred. 
The palms now used at St. Peter s 
cathedral in Rome are supplied by de­ 
scendants of the same family th at sup­ 
plied them to Pop# Sixtus V. 
The English before the reformation 
celebrated Palm Sunday with elabo­ 
rate ceremonies. 
The entry of ('brist 
Into Jerusalem nmld the applause .of 
the people was reproduced for the in­ 
struction of the peasantry. 
First the 
branches which were strew n in the 
Saviour’s path were reproduced. 
With elaborate ceremonies the dev­ 
ils which might be lurking In the tw igs 
were exorcised, and then the priests 
aud people made procession through 
the town, bearing their palms. 
With 
them they dragged the wooden figure 
of an ass with Its sacred rider. 
The next step toward the climax of 
Good Friday is Maundy Thursday, so 
called from the mounds, or hand bas 
kets, from which alms were distribut­ 
ed th a t day. On T hursday the Em per­ 
or of Austria perform s a curious cere­ 
mony. 
Tw elve poor men are brought 
to his palace, and he w ashes their feet, 
following the example of the Saviour 
and in token of humility.

It w as fit that lit- should lie tiorn in Salem, the next town t<» .ie stifled 
after Plymouth. Believers In heredity will think that one in whose veins toe 
bluest blood of tin Puritans ran was best able to understand their bigoted 
righteousness on the one hand and their strict conscient iou* ness on the other. 
Nathaniel Hawthorne. l*orn In 1N04, was the descendant of six generations 
of seafaring men who had their homes in the old town. 
A remote ancestor 
had been a judge who had sentenced unhappy victims of the wlteheratt delu­ 
sion to be hanged. A gloom as of remorse seems to have beseen led with the 
race. 
It was not dissipated by the seclusion in which the motlier of 
thorne kept herself after the lather’s death on a South American voyage, 
lh e 
boy'a free life for a few years in the .Maine lake and woods country, where 
the family had an estate, was good for Iii-- physique aud ins re ti cot I vc facul­ 
ties, but not for companionable qualities, 
ii these were developed by four 
years at Bowdoin college, they certainly were not by tea subsequent years of 
seclusion In the Salem home. 
But the three periods together prepared him 
for the highest achievement in the single direction lie chose to work for over 
thirty years. 
Ile began writing in the retirement of the Salem hr** we after ids gradua­ 
tion. 
For ten years in the privacy of his room he wrote stories and burned 
most of them. 
Occasionally one would get into tin* columns of flic Salem 
Gazette, The K nickers k»r Magazine. Tile Token or Tho Era over an anony­ 
mous signature, but more of them went up the chimney, leaving behind, how- 
ever, the strength which practice gives. 
After three year- of working and 
waiting the youthful author t.-Med his accumulations of power by publishing 
“Fanshawe,” a story of <•< liege days. Tile limited demand for it showed him 
that his time for recognition had not y« t come. So he combined to labor for 
nine more years of apprenticeship to his profession, at that time an unpromis­ 
ing one. 
At the end of tills period. In ls ”7. tho first volume of “Twice-told 
Tales’’ appeared, and the world knew. lf Hawthorne did not, that patienceHind 
done its perfect w ork -u ot that he had attained the pre-eminence of a later 
achievement, but that In the domain of the sketch be had surpass* I the efforts 
of his predecessor, Irving. 
Many of these short stories had l»»*cn printed in 
various publications without attracting attention, but when gathered in a 
volume they suddenly acquired an importance previously undiscovered. 
There have litten many young writers ainee his day who worn*! lune been 
repaid for a dozen years of labor by such a product, but there ar- few who 
would have persevered under the same depressing conditions 
Despite bis 
genuine modesty, he bad an assuring confidence in ids own gifts winch carried 
him on through the laborious years until recognition came. 
Those who In IX**;? read the first collection of Hawthorne’s stories in.gilt 
have predicted what would be the output of a writer who must have seemed 
to appear suddenly and full fledged among them,
